ordinary receipts into the State Treasury, it may be for 


evil to our constituents that the Legislature ehali consent 


to receive it. 
H e thinks it unwise for the State to subscribe for stock 
or invest (finds in works of internal improvement, to be 
executed tinder its direction* 
He bidievea that individual 
enterprise, and the laudable ambition of the town corpora­ 


tions, w ill best guide in the construction of these improve­ 
ments. 
Ho compares rail roads to labor-saving machines, 


and increases the value of every productive acre of land, 


in proportion as they lessen the expense of transportation. 
He remarks that the creation of this very surplus in the 


national treasury, is nmong those potent causes, wh ch are 


productive of a scarcity of funds elsewhere. 
However al­ 
luring may be the temptation «•( receiving money hy hun­ 


dreds of thousands in the State Treasury, from the over- 


flow ing coffers of the nation, such a condition of things is 
not desirable. 
The present pecuniary con.lition of the 


country is truly anomalous. 
The National government 


has much more money than it wants 
more than it can 
profitably expend; while pel sons, engaged extensively in 


speculation and trade, are becoming more einbarassed from 


the want of funds, in proportion as the public treasury is 


made to overflow. 
A high tariff, which is no longer needful for the protec­ 


tion of manufactures, is still kept up on many of the most 
necessary and material articles. 
The merchant is thus 


driven to the greatest straits for the want of the use of 


that very money he has advanced the government in pay­ 
ment of duties. 
IfCougres« should do nothing else at its 


next session, saving the passage of neces?ary appropria­ 


tions, it would d«> the whole people of the United States 
an acceptable service to reduce the tariff at once down to 


the point at which it will standby the present law in 1842. 


Let the tariff l>e brought down to the point which shall 


neither leave a surplus to be applied for the corruption of 
our State Governments nor offer inducements to the General 


Government itself, to increase its expenditures beyond its 
legitimate constitutional objects. 
The nation owes this 
reduction to the equal rights of the people; for a surplus 
of revenue, to be divided among the States, would burden 
the poor man who consumes taxable articles, for the lame- 
fit of the property of the rich, who receive ¡11 a greater de­ 
gree the advantages of all extraordinary public expendi­ 


tures. 
H e remai ks that there are some persons who are 
distrustful of railroails and other corporations for carrying 


forward public improvements, considering them to he mo­ 
nopolies. 
If properly guarded by legislative provisions, 


he cannot believe there is danger of monopoly or op­ 
pression from these corporations. 
There are three avenues 
now contemplated as the commencement of railroad pro­ 


jects in the State of New Hampshire, for which charters 


have bten granted. The first is a route near the seaboard, 
Connecting with a contemplated road 
in Massachusetts, 
from Boston, through Salem and Newburypoit, to Ports­ 
mouth in the Stale of New Hampshire, and thence to the 


commercial capital of the State of Maine. 
The second, at a greater distance from the seaboard, ex­ 


tends the road, which is nearly completed, from Boston to 
Haverhill, M <ss.,on the southern boundary of New Hamp­ 


shire, through the important manufacturing towns of E xe­ 
ter, New Market, Dover, and Somers worth, in a direction 


towards the p ditical capital of Maine.

England, t<> the political capital of New Hampshire*
